Trial of Europeans in Indin. 


Calcutta, February 2.—Voluminous cor. 
respondence hay been published between 
the Government of India, the Bengul ant 
Madras Chambors of Cummorce, und the 
British Indian Association, regarding the 
trial of Karopeans. 

Tho two Chambers submitted memorials, 
influentially signed, preteating against 
the recent interference by the Executive 
Government in jury verdicts in cases in- 
volving the trial of Europenns in what is 
known as collisions between Europeans und 
natives, to tho prejudica of Europeans. 

The Government traverses the arguments 
of the Chambers, maintaining that in two 
of the caso cited the initintive was taken 
by the local Governmunts concerned with- 
out instructions from the Govornment of 
India. In the other two casoa the Govern 
ment of India acted on the advice of the 
Rovernment Law (Uftieara Tt ja denied 
that the Gevertiment of India, which is 
composed wholly of Europeans, strained 
tho Jaw to prujudice thoir own countrymen. 
They wero nctuated solely by a desire to 
hald the scales of justice evenly between 
man and man, whether European or native, 

The British India Aswociation call upon 
tho Gavernmont of India to do various 
thinge, but the Government reply that they 
ate not propared tu tuke further action in 
the matter, : 

London, February 4,— The Tinws dis: 
cussing the reply of the Government of 
India to the Bengal memorial, recounizes 
tho complexity and difficulty of the 
questions involved, but bolieves that tho 
noble efforts of Lord Cerzon and his 
colleagues, in tho faco of unpopularity 
and opposition, will ameliorate the ro- 
Jations between Europeans and Indians 
and save hie successors a haraseing and 
thankless task,

MESSRY BTBPHENS ANS HOWARD'S

a petition presented to His Majesty tho

2. Ag you have already been informed, 
His Majesty waa not pleased to give any 
directions with regard to the petition and 
Mosara Stephens and Howard wero 50 
informed. 

3. Mr Howard has, however, since on 
two occasions in a personal interview with 
the Legal Assistant Under Secretary to 
thia Depsttment represented that great in- 
juatice has been done to him by the entire 
inadequacy of the sum awarded to his firm 
and has contended that they were entitled 
to rely on the promise of Sir G. Des Vooux 
in hia message to tho Legislative Council 
of the 22nd of March, 1889, that the fulleat 
justice would be done in respect of private 
rights, 6 promise which Me jeward allegos 
haa not in this caso been fulfilled. 

4, On consideration of the petition and 
of your dispatch No. 59 of the 16th of 
March, 1909, I am not entiroly satisfied 
that tho componsntion awarded to Mesara. 
Stephensiand Howard may not have been 
inadequdte, but it is obvious that such a 
question can only be decided in the light of 
local knowledge and experience. a 

6. I thorefere request that you will be 
good enough to investigate the whole mat- 
ter afrosh, and, if you aro of opinion that 
substantial justice demands it, to ask the 
Legislative Council 1o vote an additional 
sum to the Petitioners, to be paid to them 
morely as 4 matter of grace but not of right.

The result has 
beon that while the Opivo: Farmer hes 
sustained considerable loss from illicit sales

illicit sollers have been acquitted. when 
prosecuted owing to the dithculty of proving 
that opium pills and wine come within'the 
definition necessary to secure 5 conviction 
under the Prepared Opium Ordinance as it 
stands, 

While affording the Opium Farmer le- 
gitimate protection, provision is made to 
exompt from the operation of the Amending 
Ordinance opium when prescribed or sol 
in recogniead medicinal forms or in Euro-
